REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER, 



Health Department, 

Washington, September 18, 1919. 

Gentlemen : I have the honor to submit the following report for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1919. 

Part I. 

PUBLIC HEALTH IX THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA DURING THE CALEN- 
DAR YEAR 1918, WITH A SUPPLEMENTARY STATEMENT RELATING 
TO THE FIRST SIX MONTHS OF THE CALENDAR YEAR 1919. 

Detailed statistics of births, stillbirths, deaths, and cases of re- 
portable diseases are set forth in the appendix, to which reference 
must be made for information not found in the body of this report. 

POPULATION. 



The last police census was taken during the calendar year 1917 
and gave the total population as 395,947, of which 293^329 were 
white and 102,618 colored. Since the taking of this census the 
population has greatly increased, and at the close of the calendar 
year 1918 a conservative estimate placed it at 417,405. The birth 
rates, stillbirth rates, death rates, and morbidity rates for the calen- 
dar year 1918 are based on this estimated population. 



GENERAL BIRTH RATES AND DEATH RATES.

These figures show a slight in- 
crease over the previous year, when the rate was 18.99.

furnishing a live birth rate of 19.38, and among the colored 2,158, a 
live birth rate of 20.63.

— During the year 111 deaths occurred in 
the first year of life to each 1,000 reported births, while in the pre- 
ceding year 97 deaths under 1 year of age for each 1,000 births were 
recorded. The death rate of white infants was 84 per 1,000, while 
that of the colored infants was 187.

In view of the continued prevalence of rabies in the District of 
Columbia the commissioners on July 2, 1918, renewed their proclama- 
tion of the previous years requiring the muzzling of all dogs running 
at large. This proclamation became effective July 9, 1918, and con- 
tinued for a period of one year. 



INFLUENZA. 



The pandemic of influenza which swept over the world and 
caused untold suffering and distress made its first appearance in 
the District of Columbia about the middle of September, 1918. The 
first death reported from this disease was on September 21, 1918. At 
the time of its first appearance in this District there was no law or 
regulation requiring the report of cases of influenza to the health de- 
partment, consequently the department was in possession of no data 
which would enable it intelligently to determine the extent to which 
the disease was prevailing. In view, however, of the widespread prev- 
alence of the disease in other cities and with a view to ascertaining the 
actual condition in the District of Columbia, a request was made that 
physicians report all cases coming to their attention. While the 
request was complied with to some extent, the results obtained were 
far from satisfactory. On October 3, 1918, the disease now being 
widespread throughout the city, the public and private schools 
were ordered closed. This was followed a day or two later by an 
order of the commissioners ordering the closing of all churches, 
theaters, dance halls, and other like places. This order also pro- 
hibited meetings of fraternal organizations and all other public 
assemblages. Public funerals were prohibited. On October 3 
1918, the commissioners issued regulations requiring the report of 
all cases of epidemic influenza to the health department At this 
time the people were panic-stricken and appeared willing to cooperate 
to any extent with the health authorities in the efforts being made 
to suppress the disease In the early part of the epidemic the United 
States I ubhc Health Service came to the aid of the local authorities 
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and rendered valuable assistance in the work and also established a 
temporary emergency hospital at 612 F Street NW. Relief stations 
were also established by the United States Public Health Service 
in several sections of the city from which points physicians and 
nurses were sent on emergency sick calls. The War and Navy 
Departments detailed a number of medical officers from their re- 
spective services to aid in the relief work, and had it not been for this 
assistance the sufferings of the people would have been greatly 
increased. The American Red Cross assumed responsibility for 
the corps of nurses acting in cooperation with the United States 
Public Health Service at the several relief stations mentioned. 
The Instructive Visiting Nurse Society of the District, the public- 
school nurses, and the nurses of the Washington Diet Kitchen Asso- 
ciation, acting in cooperation with the Red Cross, rendered most 
valuable service. 

In addition to the nursing service under the direction of the Red 
Cross, that organization arranged for the establishment of soup 
stations from which light nourishment was sent in emergency cases. 
It was soon found that the temporary hospital at 612 F Street NW. 
was entirely inadequate, and arrangements were made with the 
War Department for the use of a building at Eighteenth Street and 
Virginia Avenue NW., in which a hospital was established under 
the direction of the United States Public Health Service. The 
building used for the purpose was obtained from the War Depart- 
ment and was one of the temporary structures erected for the use 
of that department in connection with the war activities. The 
establishment of this temporary hospital provided for the care of 
hundreds of patients and relieved the general situation to a most 
marked degree. Every agency of the Federal Government as well 
as the local government was brought into action in an effort to 
relieve the distress and stamp out the disease. The epidemic 
reached its height about October 12, 1918, and a gradual decline in 
the number of cases reported began after that date and continued 
until about November 1, 1918, when it had practically subsided. 

The restrictions placed on churches, schools, dance halls, and 
other public places and assemblages were removed by order of the 
commissioners on November 4, 1918. 

A recrudescence occurred about December 1, 1918, but was not 
nearly so serious as the original outbreak. The recurrence con- 
tinued until about Februar}^ 1, 1919, and then subsided. About 
the middle of December, as a result of the recrudescence of the 
disease, a large number of persons were ill and unable to obtaii 
hospital treatment. It was therefore decided to reopen the tern 
porary hospital at 612 F Street NW. (the hospital at Eighteenth 
Street and Virginia Avenue NW. having been closed for some days). 
The hospital was reopened on December 19, 1918, under the super- 
vision of the health department. The District finding itself with- 
out sufficient funds to operate the hospital it was arranged that the 
expense would be divided between the District government, the 
United States Public Health Service, the American Red Cross, and 
the Medical Department of the United States Army. This hospital 
was maintained under the direction of the health department until 
Marc 1 ~ 9, on which date it was f 1 —~ d 
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During the time the hospital was open 223 patients were treated 
and 30 deaths occurred. 

On December 14, 1918, the commissioners asked Congress lor a 
special appropriation to fight the disease, and on February 25, 1919, 
an appropriation of $30,000 was made. Only a very small amount 
of this appropriation was used, as the epidemic subsided shortly 
after the appropriation was made. 

The total number of cases of influenza reported to the health 
department from October 1, 1918, to February 1, 1919, was 33,719, 
and the total number of deaths from that disease was 2,215. In 
addition to the number of deaths from iniluenza during this period, 
GS0 deaths resulted from pneumonia, probably largely due also to 
influenza.

Smallpox hospital, quarantine station, and leper hospital. — The 
smallpox hospital cared for 176 patients during the fiscal year. The 
nstitution was in active operation on 247 days, the totafnumber of 
patient days' service rendered being 2,034.

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The* average stay in the hospital of each patient was 11.5 days. 
The quarantine station was in active operation during the fiscal 
year 1919 164 days, during which time it cared for 182 inmates, the 
total number of inmate days being 1,686. 

While this institution was in active service the average number of 
inmates per day was 9.8. The average number of inmates per day 
calculated on the entire year was 4.1. The average stay of an inmate 
in the institution was 8.8 days. 

The leper hospital was in active service every day from July 1, 
1918, to September 16, 1918. The only inmate of this institution 
made his escape from quarantine on the date last mentioned, and 
since that time the hospital has remained closed. 

Ambulance service. — The ambulance for patients suffering from 
minor contagious diseases transported during the fiscal year 1919 
373 patients on 239 days. Patients suffering from smallpox were 
removed in the ambulance provided for that purpose or in some 
other vehicle, not in the ambulance for the transportation of patients 
suffering from minor contagious diseases.

Disinfecting service. — Premises to the number of 1,896 were disin- 
fected and 909 articles exposed to infection on such premises or in 
some other way were disinfected at the disinfecting station. The 
cost of maintaining the disinfecting service during the year was 
$6,196.54. 

For a more detailed statement of the work done by the disinfecting 
service and the cost of such service see pages 44 and 78. 

Public crematorium. — During the fiscal year 1919, 579 bodies were 
cremated — 137 adults, 169 infants, and 273 stillborn babies. The 
total cost of maintenance was $1,904.43. In 82 cases bodies were 
cremated for persons who paid for such services, the fees from this 
source amounting to $2,050. The amount received for private cre- 
mations was $145.57 in excess of the total cost of maintenance.

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Bacteriological laboratory.— The total number of specimens ex- 
amined in the bacteriological laboratory was 18,215. For statement 
showing the character of these specimens and the results of examina- 
tion see table on page 60 of this report. The cost of maintaining the 
laboratory during the year was $7,089.08. 

Serological laboratory. — During the fiscal year 1919 1,151 specimens 
were examined. For statement showing the character of these 
specimens and results of examination see table on page 60 of this 
report. The cost of maintaining the laboratory during the year was 
$3,000.77. 

Dispensaries. — Tuberculosis clinic: A clinic for the treatment of 
persons suffering from tuberculosis was opened for patients on Sep- 
tember 10, 1918. The establishment of this clinic was provided for 
in the appropriation act of 1918. It is located at 409 Fifteenth 
Street NW., and is thoroughly equipped with the most modern 
appliances. The physicians in attendance are men recognized as 
specialists in diseases of the throat and chest. Since the opening of 
this clinic the service has grown steadily. The arrangement of the 
building and its general appearance is quite attractive and tends to 
encourage patients to return regularly for treatment. From the 
. time the clinic was opened until June" 30, 1919, 619 patients were 
treated. Eighty-one of these cases were in children of school age 
and gave a positive diagnosis for tuberculosis. Forty-six patients 
were referred from the clinic to the tuberculosis hospital for treat- 
ment. Among the total number of patients applying at the dis- 
pensary, 20 deaths occurred. 

In connection with the operation of the clinic three gradute nurses 
are employed. In addition to assisting during the clinic hours they 
p also devote a great portion of their time to instructive visits to homes 
of patients. During the year 5,826 visits were made to homes of 
patients. A very important part of the equipment of the clinic is 
the X-ray apparatus, which has been of great aid in making diagnoses, 
particularly m children. Chest cases to the number of 160 wore 
examined m the laboratory during the year. 

Venereal disease clinic: The establishment of this clinic was pro- 
vided lor m the appropriation act of 1918. Owing to the difficulty 
ot securing necessary equipment on account of war conditions it was 
not possible to open the clinic until November 21, 1918. Physicians 
in attendance at this clinic were selected because of their" special 
knowledge ol venereal diseases and are men well and favorably known 
m the medical profession. 

This clinic is also located in the building at 409 Fifteenth Street 
fl 'ii li equipment is modern in every respect and in appearance 
equally as attractive as the tuberculosis clinic. This service is grow- 
ing very rapidly and it has been necessary in order to accommodate 
fhL V 1 ° 1^%*° have mo ™ n S hours twice each week in addition to 
the regular afternoon and night service. From the time the clinic 
opened until June 30 1919, the total attendance was 1,353, the total 
number of new patients being 561.

suspected venereal disease and found to be free from such disease. 
Literature relating to venereal disease is freely distributed and every 
effort made to have patients attend regularly and continue treatment 
until cured. 

The total cost of equipment and operation of the two clinics for 
the fiscal year 1919 was $12,946.59. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

A report covering the operation of the medical and dental inspec- 
tion service, including the work done by the school nurse, will be 
printed, it is understood, in the report of the board of education. 

Two schools, one for the white and one for the colored pupils, are 
still being maintained for the education of pupils suffering from 
communicable forms of tuberculosis. The attendance at the two 
schools was approximately 55 pupils, an increase in attendance over 
last year of about 55 per cent. 

In the appropriation act of August 31, 1918, provision is made for 
the establishment of free dental clinics in the public schools and 
for the appointment of eight dental operators and four dental 
prophylactic operators to serve such clinic. Owing to war conditions 
it was not possible to secure the necessary equipment to supply these 
clinics, nor was it possible to obtain dental operators and dental 
prophylactic operators until late in the fiscal year. While this delay 
is to be regretted it was quite unavoidable. Four clinics have, 
however, now been established and will soon be in operation. The 
clinics are located in the following-named school buildings: Curtis, 
Grover Cleveland, Tyler, and Old M Street High School

Reference was made in last year's report to the amount of low- 
grade milk and cream coming into the District of Columbia and the 
increased frequency of watered milk. The condition of the milk 
supply of the District has been much improved during the past year. 
The shipment of milk and cream from unlicensed and uninspected 
dairy farms has now ceased. 

Through the efforts of the health department many dairy herds 
supplying milk and cream to the District have been retested for 
tuberculosis, and as a result many diseased cows have been eliminated 
from such herds. The quality of the milk and cream now sold in the 
District of Columbia is good. 

Bacteriological examinations were made of 2,030 samples of milk 
and cream during the fiscal year. The following table shows results 
of such examinations.

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Special attention has been paid to soda fountains, and ice-cream and 
soft-drink places. The regulation requiring the sterilization of glasses 
and the proper cleansing of all equipment has been rididly enforced 
and has resulted in a great improvement in the condition of these 
places. 

During the fiscal year 1919, 40 cases were referred for prosecution 
for violation of the milk laws resulting in the imposing of fines 
amounting to $2,180. 

Grading of milk. — Pamphlets showing the grading of dairies selling 
milk in the District of Columbia are issued each month by the health 
department and will be mailed to any person upon written request. 

Chemical control of foods other than milk and cream. — During the 
fiscal year 1919, 4S6 samples of food other than milk and cream were 
examined chemically. A detailed statement concerning this work 
will be found in the report of the chemist, on page 51 of this report.

BUREAU OF SANITARY INSPECTION. 

General nuisance inspection.— During the year 8,883 complaints 
were acted upom These complaints necessitated 12,051 inspections 
to be made. Official calls for purposes other than inspections or for 
the service ot notices of inspectors m other districts numbered 20 896 

Approximately 72,527 official visits were made bv the samtarv 
inspection service during the year. 

Violations of laws and regulations for the prevention and abate- 
ment of nuisances to the number of 12,158 were reported, and in 
11,832 cases compliance was procured before the close of the fiscal 
year. At the close of the year there were 326 cases pending Prose- 
cution was instituted apinst 676 persons, charging violation of the 
aws and regulations relating to public health. At the close of the 
last fiscal year 33 cases were pending, making a total of 709 prosecu- 
tions to be accounted for These cases were disposed ofSowt 
Nolle prosequi was entered in 597 cases; personal bonds 6- forfei- 
ture of collateral, 47; acquitted, 3; fines imposed, 2; leavin- 54 still 
pending at the close of the year. & 

The fines and collaterals collected amounted to $267. To procure 
the abatement of nuisances on property belonging to nonresident 
owners 311 notices were served under the assessment system In 
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all but 9 cases the nuisances were abated by the owners. In 9 cases 
the District government caused the necessary work to be done at a 
cost of $221.88, which amount was assessed against the property. 

Sanitary inspection of places of employment. — During the year 134 
inspections were made of printing establishments. Systematic in- 
spections were also made of bakeries, lunch rooms, restaurants, and 
other similar places in the interest of the health of the persons em- 
ployed therein.

The enforcement of the weed law is given such time and attention 
as can be spared from other more important duties devolving upon 
the sanitary inspection service. 

Private hospitals and asylums. — During the fiscal year 1919 one 
license was issued to maintain a hospital for human beings. 

Cost of bureau of sanitary inspection. — The approximate cost of 
the sanitarv inspection service, exclusive of smoke inspection service, 
was $19,315.83. 
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EIGHT-HOUR FEMALE LABOR LAW. 

The number of establishments coming within the purview of the 
eight-hour law for women during the year was 1,969. 

During the year 13,664 inspections* were made and 84 complaints 
acted upon. Twenty cases were referred for prosecution for viola- 
tion of the law regulating the hours of employment of females, 
resulting in fines and forfeitures amounting to $240. The cost of 
e nforcing the eight-hour law for women during the year was $4,713.27 . 

WASHINGTON DIET KITCHEN ASSOCIATION. 

In the appropriation act for the fiscal year 1919, 815,000 was ap- 
propriated ''for clinical examination, advice, care, and maintenance 
of children under six years of age, under a contract to he made with 
the Washington Diet Kitchen by the health officer of the District of 
Columbia." 

In accordance with the provisions of this act a contract was exe- 
cuted on October 9, 1918, The terms of the contract, in addition to 
other things, provided for the establishment and maintenance of four 
infant welfare centers located at the following places: 2503 Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue NW. ; Casualty Hospital, 1130 K Street SE.: and 
another located at 82 K Street NE. In addition to the welfare 
stations above enumerated which were to be maintained under the 
exclusive control of the health department, it was agreed that four 
additional centers would be maintained out of funds raised by the 
Diet Kitchen Association so far as such funds would permit. In ac- 
cordance with this agreement these four stations were established 
and have been maintained at the following places: Georgetown Hos- 
pital, Children's Hospital, 350 C Street NW., and 1235 "Four-and-a- 
half Street SW. 

In the operation of the various welfare centers the association was 
greatly embarrassed by the great difficulty experienced in securing 
the services of physicians to serve the clinics. This difficulty was 
due in large measure to so many physicians being in the military 
service. Recently, however, a reorganization of the medical and 
nursing force has been brought about, which it is believed will add 
greatly to the efficiency of the service. The following table shows 
the amount of work done at the several stations:

THE POUND SERVICE. 



Animals to the number of 4,910 were received at the pound during 
the fiscal year 1919, as follows: 2,749 dogs, 2,149 cats, 13 horses, and 
1 mule. Dogs to the number of 1,798 were captured while running 
at large, and 949 were surrendered for destruction or quarantine by 
the persons having custody of them. 

The impounded dogs were disposed of as follows: 1,855 were 
killed, 352 were redeemed, 526 were sold, and 14 were returned after 
quarantine, 14 being on hand at close of year. The fees collected 
through the activities of the pound service during the fiscal year 1919 
were as follows: Fees, $732; sales, $572; reimbursements for food, 
$7.05. 

The total cost of maintaining and operating the pound service 
during the fiscal year was $6,122.95. Deducting from this amount 
the lees, etc., collected, the net cost of the service was $4,811.90. 
See table on page 73 for further details as to work done. 

Owing to the continued prevalence of rabies in the District of 
Columbia, the commissioners on July 2, 1918, again issued a procla- 
mation requiring the muzzling of all dogs running at large, this re- 
quirement to be in effect until July 9, 1919. 
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BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION. 



On July 1 , 1918, Dr. William C. Woodward, health officer, resigned,, 
to take effect August 1, 1918. Dr. William C. Fowler, assistant 
health officer, was appointed to succeed him. 

Dr. Woodward was appointed health officer of the District of 
Columbia August 1, 1894, and his term of service covered a period of 
exactly 24 years. He resigned to accept the position of commissioner 
of health of the city of Boston, Mass. His resignation as health 
officer of the District of Columbia and his acceptance of the Boston 
position was a great loss to this District and a great gain to the city 
of Boston. As health officer he built up the present health organiza- 
tion in this District and during his term of office was instrumental in 
securing many acts of legislation of vital importance to the health of 
the citizens of the District. 

Dr. John L. Norris, who was granted indefinite military leave, 
returned to his official duties as assistant health officer on June 1 
1919. 

Dr. Joseph J. Kinyoim, bacteriologist of the health department, 
who was granted indefinite military leave, died February 14, 1919, 
while still in the military service. Dr. Kinyoun was one of the best 
known bacteriologists in this countrv, and his death was a serious 
loss to the health department. 

Correspondence and fles.—Thera were received during the vear 
11,292 written and 5,200 oral complaints. The letters sent out bv 
this department numbered 14,514. There were entered and filed 
1,271 special reports by employees. The cost of maintaining- this 
bureau during the year was approximately 811,974.75. 

BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS. 

Deaths in the District of Columbia recorded bv the bureau of vital 
statistics during the year numbered 9,234. Deaths occurring outside 
o the District of Columbia, the remains being brought into the 
District for burial, numbered 965

No person shall interfere with the health officer or with any officer, employee, 
or agent of the health department in the enforcement of these regulations. 

Sec 9. Any person who is suffering from symptoms that so resemble those of 
epidemic influenza that they can not be distinguished therefrom with reasonable 
certainty shall be regarded for the purpose of these regulations as suffering from said 
disease. 

Sec. 10. Any person who violates any of the provisions of these regulations shall 
be punished, upon conviction thereof, by a fine not exceeding §50 for the first offense, 
and for each subsequent offense by a fine not exceeding $100.

Sir: I have the honor to suhmit the following report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1919, of work done in the contagious-disease 
service, disinfecting service, and the puhlic crematorium.

There was a decrease in the number of reported cases of anterior 
poliomyelitis, chicken pox, diohtheria, epidemic cerebrospinal men- 
ingitis, measles, pellagra, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, and whooping 
cough. An increase was noted in the number of reported cases of 
tuberculosis. One case of leprosy was reported. 

Diphtheria. — During the calendar year of 1918, 517 cases of diph- 
theria with 39 deaths (7.54 per cent) were reported, as compared 
with 1,130 cases and 37 deaths (3.2 per cent) during the preceding 
year. The 1918 figures include 75 Army and Navy cases, of which 
2 died (2.6 per cent). The noticeable increase in the percentage of 
deaths is accounted for by the fact that an epidemic of this disease 
occurred in the early months of the current year with a high per- 
centage of clinical cases. 

Two institutional outbreaks occurred as follows — the large majority 
of the cases reported being, however, "carrier cases":

Whenever an outbreak occurs in an institution an endeavor is 
made to impress those in charge with the advisability and resultant 
benefit of the isolation of each child upon admission pending the 
result of a nose and throat culture, this procedure being designed to 
prevent contact by possible carriers with the other children. From 
January 1, 1919, to June 30, 1919, 51 cases and 2 deaths were 
reported by the Army and Navy (3.9 per cent). The total from all 
sources for the same period was 631 cases and 65 deaths (10.3 per 
cent), as compared with 314 (including 59 Army and Navy) cases 
and 17 deaths (5.4 per cent) during the same period of 1918. The 
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increase of 100 per cent of cases for the first six months of the current 
year as revealed by these figures is traceable to the epidemic which 
occurred early in 1919, as above noted. 

Scarlet fever— During the calendar year 1918, 883 cases with 16 
deaths (1.81 per cent) were reported, as against 584 cases and 8 * 
deaths (1.38 per cent) during the preceding year. Included in the 
191S iigures were 168 Army and Xavy cases with 7 deaths (4.1 per 
cent). The 1918 figures show an increase over the preceding year of 
299 cases, while the percentage of deaths increased from 1.38 per 
cent to 1.81 per cent. From January 1, 1919, to June 30, 1919, 
22 Army and Xavy cases were reported, with no deaths. The total 
from ali sources from this period was 441 cases and 2 deaths (0.45 
per cent) as compared with 789 (including 147 Army and Navy) cases 
and 14 deaths (1.8 per cent) during the corresponding period in the 
year previous. These figures show a very gratifying decrease for the > 
year 1919, both in cases reported and deaths resulting. One insti- . 
tutional outbreak occurred as noted below:

Here again might be emphasized the value of inaugurating isolation 
rooms in institutions for the observation of children seeking admission. 
Willi such facilities so-called "peelers" would be discovered and 
those apparently all right could be watched a prescribed number of 
days on the premise that they might have been in contact with 
scarlatina immediately before their admission. 

One Army case was reported from Walter Reed General Hospital as 
suffering also from leprosy and smallpox. The cause of death in this 
case was given as smallpox. 

Typhoidfever.— During the calendar year 1918, 217 cases of typhoid 
fever with 48 deaths (22.1 per cent) were reported, as against 338 
cases with 49 deaths (14.5 per cent) for the preceding vear. These 
figures include 13 Army and Navy cases and 4 deaths (37 per cent). 
While it is to be observed that there was a decrease of 121 cases 
reported, the percentage of fatalities increased from 14.5 to 22.1 per 
cent. No institutional outbreaks and no local outbreaks traceable 
to milk and water supply occurred during this period. A summary 
of the 217 cases ot typhoid fever gave the following information:

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In 44.7 per cent of the cases in which information was obtainable 
the premises were well screened; 2.1 per cent of the patients had 
eaten raw oysters; 23.9 per cent had eaten raw vegetables; 26 per 
cent had eaten ice cream; 1.8 per cent had bathed at the bathing 
beach; 0.9 per cent had bathed in the river and at other places; 
2.7 per cent had employed new domestics; 19 per cent had visitors 
at their home, and 1.4 per cent had visited other places where a case 
of typhoid fever existed. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1919, 30 (including 1 Army) cases were 
reported with 3 deaths, as against f>6 cases with 16 deaths for the 
corresponding period of the preceding year. 

Smallpox. — During the calendar year 1918, 48 cases of smallpox 
were reported, all of which recovered. During the previous year 11 
cases were reported with no deaths. From January 1, 1919, to 
June 30, 1919, there were reported 170 cases with 1 death. Of this 
total, 1 case was reported from Walter Reed General Hospital. 
Attention should be called to the fact that in this case scarlet fever 
and leprosy were reported to coexist and that this was the patient 
against whom the smallpox death was charged.

It is noted that the records show a decided yearly increase in this 
disease for the past several 3"ears. Thus in 1916 there were reported 
4 cases; in 1917 there were 11 cases; in 1918 there occurred 48 cases; 
and for the first six months of 1919 there were reported 170 cases. 
The increase began about the time this country entered the war and 
kept pace with the steady growth in numbers of persons coming to 
this city to take up work connected with the war preparations and 
others to take advantage of opportunities offered in other fields 
occasioned by such unusual activities and conditions. There is no 
doubt that the resultant congestion, the overcrowding due to inade- 
quate housing facilities and the close commingling in street cars, 
til eaters, restaurants, etc., by persons from all walks of life and from 
all sections of this country, the war zone and various foreign countries, 
were all potent factors to be considered in attempting to explain this 
remarkable and progressive increase. 

Pellagra. — During the calendar }^ear 1918, 14 cases and 9 deaths 
were reported, which compares very favorably with the records of 
1917, when 19 cases and 14 deaths were recorded. The death per- 
centage for 1918 was 64.3, showing a material decrease over 73.7 per 
cent for the previous year. Of the 14 cases reported in 1918, there 
were 9 white and 4 colored. From January 1, 1919, to June 30, 1919, 
there were reported 4 cases and 4 deaths, all colored. No cases of 
Army or Navy origin were recorded for 1918 or for the first six months 
of 1919. 

Leprosy. — No additional cases were reported during 1918. One 
case remaining under the care of this department at the close of the 
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fiscal year 1918 escaped quarantine and left this jurisdiction without 
authority September 16, 1918. 

During the first six months of 1919, one new case was reported hy 
the military authorities at Walter Reed General Hospital. This 
patient was isolated on that reservation, so was not under the care of 
this department, lie was diagnosed as suffering also from scarlet 
fever and smallpox. The cause of death in this case was given as 
smallpox, disposal of this case in the records being, therefore, under 
that heading. Notation to that effect will he found under smallpox 
section. 

Whooping cough. — During the calendar year 1918 there were 
reported 1,749 cases (including 1 Army) with 4S deaths, while during 
the previous year there were recorded 1,013 cases and 18 deaths. 
The reports for the first six months of 1919 show a total of 4(H) cases 
and 7 deaths, none being from Army or Navy sources. Two institu- 
tional outhreaks occurred as table below indicates:

Measles. — During the calendar year 1918 there was reported a large 
total of 6,999 cases with 48 deaths (0.(58 per cent), as compared with 
3,807 cases and 14 deaths (0.37 per cent) for the calendar year 1917. 
Figures for 1918 include 458 Army and Navy cases and 13 deaths 
(2.8 per cent). From January 1, 1919, to June 30, 1919, 145 cases 
and 1 death were reported, which included 4 Army and Navy cases 
and no deaths.

The marked increase in cases over the previous year is, of course, 
indicative of the occurrence of an epidemic of considerable propor- 
tions. 

Tuberculosis. — There were recorded during the calendar year 1918, 
1,140 cases and 690 deaths (60.5 per cent), showing a slight increase 
in eases, but a slight decrease in percentage of deaths, over the pre- 
ceding year, when 1,006 cases and 633 deaths (63 per cent) were 
reported. Figures for 1918 include 186 Army and Navy cases and 
7 deaths (3.7 per cent). For the first six months of 1919 there were 
recorded 344 cases with 234 deaths (68 per cent), of which total 
75 cases and 7 deaths (9.3 per cent) were reported from Army and 
Navy sources. 

These figures, of course, refer only to pulmonary and other com- 
municable forms of tuberculosis, and of these various types of in- 
fection the pulmonary form naturally exhibits the preponderating 
percentage. This fact will of itself be sufficient explanation for the 
high mortality percentage. 
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Anterior j % c omyelitis. — During the calendar year 191 8 there were 
reported 2 cases (including 1 Navy) and no deaths. This compares 
very favorably with the preceding year, when 6 cases and 2 deaths 
were recorded. No cases occurred during the first six months of 
1919. 

Epidemic cerebrospinal meningitis. — The calendar year 1918 cases 
totaled 118 with 28 deaths (23.4 per cent), as compared with 33 
cases and 17 deaths (51.5 per cent) for the calendar year 1917. For 
1918, 58 Army and Navy cases with 6 deaths (10.3 per cent) were 
reported. From January 1, 1919, to June 30, 1919, there were 
reported 8 cases and 4 deaths (50 per cent). No cases were reported 
in the Army or Navy during that period. 

Influenza. — The accompanying tables show the cases of influenza 
reported, with deaths, during the calendar year 1918, by age periods 
and by months. The monthly table is necessarily incomplete by 
reason of the fact that this disease was not reportable prior to Octo- 
ber 3, 1918, on which date it was included in the list of reportable 
communicable diseases by regulation of Commissioners of District of 
Columbia. It will be noted that a few cases were reported in Sep- 
tember, the result of a request by the health officer that physicians 
report these cases before it was made compulsory by ordinance. 
These few cases, however, represent only 10 days of that month, as 
the first case to come to the attention of the department officially 
was on September 21, when a death from influenza was reported 
That date marks, officially and statistically, the beginning of the 
epidemic in Washington.

The percentage of deaths estimated on total of cases reported is 
6.6, but it is the opinion of those who were charged with keeping the 
records during the epidemic that this death rate is too high for the 
actual number of cases which are believed to have occurred. The 
department had reason to believe that the demands made upon the 
physicians during the epidemic precluded the possibility of their 
reporting each and every case coming to their notice. Unofficial 
inquiry among a number of the District's physicians confirmed this 
belief, and based on their own conjectures it was estimated that the 
total of 30,695 cases represented about 60 per cent of the number of 
cases which actually occurred and received medical attention. Fol- 
lowing this line of argument, then, the number of cases which occurred 
would approximate 51,150. The total of deaths of course is known 
to be authentic, as these figures were compiled from the death 
certificates. Therefore, the figures which are thought to more 
closely represent the true percentage of deaths would be 3.96 per 
cent instead of 6.6 per cent. This being a comparison by conjecture, 
unsubstantiated by proof, the lower rate, while more attractive, must 
be rejected for purposes of official statistics in favor of the higher 
rate computed on recorded figures. 

The total number of cases reported for the first six months of 1919 
was 3,970 with 263 deaths (6.6 per cent). 

Previous t > the occurrence of this epidemic, the United States 
Housing Corporation had leased a large office building at 612 F 
Street NW , to be used for housing Government emplovees. When 
the influenza assumed epidemic proportions, the United States Public 
Health Service requisitioned this building and equipped it as an 
emergency influenza hospital. Upon the completion of the influenza 
hospital at Eighteenth Street and Virginia Avenue, the patients were 
removed to that building from 612 F Street NW. and the latter build- 
ing was dismantled. Later, early in December, when it appeared that 
the epidemic had entered upon the second stage following a temporary 
subsidence, it was arranged between the District Health^Department, 
the United States Public Health Service, the American Red Cross! 
and the Medical Corps, United States Army, to reopen this building 
at 612 F Street NW. as an influenza hospital to be operated under 
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supervision of the Health Department of the District of Columbia. 
The United States Public Health Service equipped the building 
with the necessary supplies and supplied a surgeon, acting as execu- 
tive officer, responsible to the health officer of the District. The 
Red Cross Society furnished a staff of nurses and the Medical Corps 
of the Army detailed physicians and orderlies. Funds for mainte- 
nance were donated in the amount of $5,000 each by the United 
States Public Health Service, the Red Cross Society, and the Health 
Department of the District. Under this combined force the hospital 
was reopened on or about December 19, 1918, with a capacity of 
81 beds, and was operated under this agreement until March 1, 1919. 
During this period there were admitted and treated 219 patients, of 
whom 30 died. The patient days for this period totaled 2,046. 

On March 1. 1919, this agreement for joint operation and responsi- 
bility was terminated and the Health Department of the District of 
Columbia took over the control of the hospital in its entirety and 
assumed solo responsibility for its maintenance and operation. 
The institution was conducted on this basis until March 15, 1919, at 
which time it had been cleared of patients, the last of whom had been 
discharged March 12. The crisis having passed and there being no 
further requests for admissions, the hospital personnel was dis- 
banded and the building closed. All equipment, however, was 
retained in the building, which was guarded by a caretaker living there, 
and the premises were kept under observation by a representative of 
the health department to insure its being in readiness for further 
occupancy if need arose. The health department retained possession 
of the premises until June 1, 1919, when it was finally dismantled, 
the equipment being returned to the United States Public Health 
Service, and the building surrendered to the owner's representative. 

On March 1, when the District Health Department assumed entire 
charge of the hospital, there remained in the hospital 6 patients. 
From March 1 to 15 there were admitted 4 patients. Of the total 
number of patients treated during this interval none died. The 
patient days for this period totaled 50. 

From the reopening December 19, 1918, to the final closing March 
15, 1919, the number of patients admitted was 223, of whom 30 
died, a percentage of 13.4. The total number of patient days was 
2,096, the average number of days each patient remained being 9.4. 
The shortest time any one patient remained in the hospital was 
1 day and the greatest number of days any one patient remained 
was 55. Some of the more critical cases continued under treatment 
and observation 55, 51, 49, 27, and 26 days.

DISINFECTING SERVICE. 

During the fiscal year 1918-10, 1,896 premises were disinfected 
for the diseases named: Diphtheria, 601; scarlet fever 444- small- 
pox, 118 ; tuberculosis, 720; meningitis, 10; poliomyelitis,' 1 ; influenza, 
1 : and syphilis, 1 . 
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The following articles were disinfected at the disinfecting station: 
Mattresses, 89; feather beds, 12; bolsters, 10; pillows, 136; carpets, 1; 
quilts, 60; blankets, 69; mattings, 1; rugs, 11; cushions, 15; portiers, 
3; books, 502; total, 909. In the fiscal year 1917-18, 2,513 premises 
and 326 articles were disinfected. 

PUBLIC CREMATORY. 

During the fiscal year 1919, 579 bodies were cremated — 137 adults, 
169 infants, and 273 stillborn babies. The total cost of maintaining 
the crematory, including personal service, repairs, supplies, etc., 
was $1,904.43'! 

Estimating the bodies of 169 infants as equivalent to 15 adult 
bodies, and excluding stillborn children altogether, an equivalent to 
152 adult bodies were cremated. Figured on 152 adult bodies, the 
cost of cremation for an adult body was $11.82. 

There were 82 private cremations during the year, for which fees 
were paid amounting to $2,050. Deducting from this amount the 
total cost of maintenance, the difference, $145.57, represents the net 
earnings of the crematorium for the fiscal year 1919. 

The crematorium was in operation during the year 118 days.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF FOOD INSPECTOR. 

July 1, 1919. 

Dr. William C. Fowler, 

Health Officer, District of Columbia. 

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit the annual report relative 
to the operation of the food-inspection service during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1919. 

The past year has been the most eventful and most successful in 
the history of the food service. The success was due to the hearty 
cooperation of all inspectors in the service, who pledged themselves 
to assist in putting the food service on a plane second to none and to 
aid the health officer in making the year an eventful one. This 
could only be accomplished by much self-denial and overtime work, 
and I gladly state this support was given in a spirit and manner that 
was highly commendable. Aside from the part accomplished by the 
inspectors in the past year, remarkable advancement was made 
toward improving the service by the inauguration of meetings be- 
tween the health officer and persons engaged in the handling, pro- 
duction, and selling of foods in the District of Columbia. This 
cooperative work resulted in a better understanding between all 
parties concerned. An instance of the result of such meetings is 
plainly seen in the controversy as to the price of milk last April, 
when the health officer, due to these conferences and being in close 
touch with the prevailing conditions, was in a position to lower the 
price of milk to the consumer to 14 cents per quart, which had been 
16 cents per quart. The solving of this problem at this time was 
more remarkable when it is considered that the Food Administration 
had been abolished and there was no restriction whatever as to the 
price of milk. 

The food inspectors were detailed as follows: 

Six inspectors on dairy farm inspection. 

One inspector on dairy inspection. 

Two inspectors on restaurant and soft-drink establishment in- 
spection. 

Two inspectors on grocery store inspection. 

Two inspectors on wholesale market inspection. 

One inspector on municipal wharf for marine product inspection. 

One inspector for collecting samples from milk imported into the 
District of Columbia and sold in the District of Columbia. 

Two inspectors on miscellaneous establishments. 

One inspector on keeping the records of the food-inspection service. 

The volume of work accomplished (see table of inspection, page 71) 
is most creditable to the force employed. 

Dairy farms. — This branch of the service has been taxed to the 
utmost for the past year, due to the large increase in the number of 
applications having been filed for dairy farm permits and in the 
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development of new territory in the production of milk for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia in the vicinity of Bel Air, Md., and Watkins, N. Y. 
The inspection of dairy farms at milking time has greatly improved 
the quality of milk shipped into the District. By such inspection 
the inspector was able to obtain valuable information in the pro- 
ducing, handling, and storing of milk. These inspections place the 
inspector in possession of data which is absolutely necessary if the 
score card is to be considered reliable. It also furnishes the depart- 
ment with useful iiiformation when a high bacterial count is found 
in milk produced on the farm and a notice of hearing is served. 

A comparative statement showing the number and location of 
dairy farms from which milk is sold in the District of Columbia, the 
number of cattle on such farms, and the frequency of farm inspec- 
tions, for the fiscal year 1918-19, is submitted (p. 24). 

Tuberculosis and tuberculin testing. — The tuberculin testing of 
cattle on dairy farms producing milk for the District of Columbia has 
been carefully watched and has given results. There were reported 
as being officially tested during the year 15,242 cattle on farms pro- 
ducing milk for sale in the District. Of the cattle reported, 14,081 
passed, 1,161 reacted, and 50 were regarded as suspicious. The 
percentage of tuberculous animals found increased from 3.6 to 7.9 
per cent, due to importing new cows on dairy farms and not tuber- 
culin testing cows on the dairy farms annually, and the opening of 
new territory for the production of milk for tiie District. 

Dairies. — The inspection of dairies in the District has been given a 
very close supervision and has resulted in much improvement. A 
bacteriological examination of the milk received and sold by the 
dairies, together with a sanitary survey of all the dairies in the Dis- 
trict, was made in detail. By inaugurating this method the depart- 
ment obtained data whereby the dairymen could be shown the advan- 
tage of systematic collection of samples for bacteriological examina- 
tion and that indiscriminate collection of such samples is practically 
worthless. The use of milk powder by various dairies has been 
closely watched and reliable data relative thereto has been obtained. 

Pasteurization and grading .—The close supervision in the produc- 
tion of milk, on the farm, on its arrival in the District, and as it is 
delivered to the consumer, has resulted in a more wholesome product. 
The results obtained from the examination of specimens of milk sold 
in the District as pasteurized milk indicate very clearly that the 
pasteurization of milk should be under control of the District gov- 
ernment, and I so recommend: and further, that all milk sold here 
be required to be labeled as of a specified grade ; such grade to be 
established by law. ' 6 

Milk cans.— Approximately 40,131 milk cans being returned to 
producers were examined during the year. Of this number 897 
were tagged so as to notify the owner that such cans were not suit- 
able for the purpose for which they were being used. This" tagging 
resulted in the discarding of these cans for shipping milk, except 
in one instance when a fine of $25 was imposed for not complying 
with such order. 1 J 

Inspection of restaurants, soft drink establishments, groceries, mar- 
kets, a nd other places where foods are prepared for sale and sold.— The 
recent epidemic of influenza m the District and the enforcement of 
the regulation to govern the common use of drinking cups and the 
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use of certain table articles necessitated close supervision of such 
establishments, which could only be accomplished by systematic 
day and night inspection. These inspections caused radical changes 
in the sanitary methods of the lunch rooms, and soft drink estab- 
lishments of the city. This year as in the preceding year, no res- 
taurant was granted a license by the health department until the 
applicant had placed premises in a proper sanitary condition. 

On account of the increased population of the city, the volume 
of foodstuffs handled by the commission houses increased to such 
an extent that two inspectors were stationed in this section where 
one was formerly used. By careful examination of all foodstuffs 
received and sent out from the commission houses, a better grade 
of foods, especially meats, were obtained by the public. The butch- 
ers selling inferior meats, styled ''buzzard butchers" of previous 
years, have been eliminated. 

The number of grocery store inspections have increased this year 
due to an inspector assigned to this work exclusively. Aside from 
the regular inspection of the grocery store, the tradesman was shown 
the most efficient manner of handling and displaying the foodstuffs 
with the least possible danger of contamination. The percentage 
of prosecutions referred to the District branch of the police court, 
for places of this character, increased S.10 per cent over the year 1918. 

Inspection of slaughterhouses. — There are 15 slaughter houses in 
the District, and they were inspected 64 times. At the time of 
slaughter 188 cattle, 39 sheep, 70 hogs, and 105 calves were inspected. 
The carcasses of 12 cattle were found unfit for food and were de- 
natured with oil. It is recommended that all animals slaughtered 
in the District for food be inspected and passed before the carcasses 
are permitted to be sold for food. 

Communicable diseases of animals. — Dogs to the number of 208 
were reported to the health department as rabid, and were examined 
by the department veterinarians. All cases reported by members 
of the police department of persons who were found to have been 
bitten by dogs were acted upon. 

Recomrmnaations. — I recommend that regulations for the gov- 
ernment of dairies and dairy farms, section 14b, be again recom- 
mended to the commissioners as follows: On and after July 1, 1920, 
all cattle on any dairy farm on which milk is produced for sale in 
the District shall be free from tuberculosis, as demonstrated by the 
application of an official tuberculin test, the test to be applied once 
each year or as often as the health officer may deem it necessary. 

It is recommended that a regulation be made requiring all swine 
brought into the District for breeding purposes or slaughter must 
be accompanied by a health certificate issued by an official veteri- 
narian stating that they are free from all infectious or communi- 
cable diseases. 

It is further recommended that the regulations be amended so 
as to provide that no milk or cream brought or sent into the District 
for sale or manufacture, or be sold, stored, held for sale, or offered 
for sale in this jurisdiction unless said milk or cream be kept at a 
temperature not exceeding 50° F., and that no utensils used to re- 
ceive the milk as drawn from the udder of the cows shall have an 
uncovered opening at the top exceeding 7 inches in diameter.

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It is recommended that section 12a of an ordinance to prevent 
the sale of unwholesome food in the District be amended so as to pro- 
vide that no market, store, hotel, or stall where food is offered for 
sale and sold shall be established, maintained, or continued with- 
out a certificate from the health officer that the premises are in a 
sanitary condition and suited to the conduct of such business. 

It is* recommended that an ordinance be made requiring the em- 
ployees of establishments where food is prepared and offered for 
sale and sold to pass a medical examination before being employed. 

Recommendation is also made that the manager of every cold- 
storage plant in the District be required to keep a record, accessible to 
the health department, of the movement of perishable food prod- 
ucts into and out of his plant, and be allowed to hold such food only 
for a specific period of time. 

It is further recommended that all dealers whether in inclosed 
or uninclosed markets, stores, or stands where meats, fruits, or other 
foods are offered for sale, be required to properly protect such foods 
from flies, dust, and insects. 

It is recommended that a special fund be apportioned solely for 
the purpose of purchasing food samples for examination by the chemi- 
cal laboratory.

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1919. While the continued introduction of Holsteius into the dairy 
herds supplying this District is partially responsible for this latter 
condition, it is undoubtedly true that the unusually large number of 
samples of milk from lunch rooms analyzed during the year is the 
chief factor in this increase. Owing to carelessness or indifference on 
the part of lunch room attendants, a larger proportion of milk sold 
by lunch rooms falls below our legal standard than that from any 
other source. 

The marked decrease in the percentage of milk containing added 
water is one of the most gratifying features of the year's work. So 
far as available records indicate, a smaller percentage of milk was 
found containing added water during the past fiscal year than during; 
any previous year in the history of this laboratory. The prompt and 
more efficient handling of these cases in the courts during the past 
year has apparently had a most salutary effect. 

WATER. 

Dining the year 90 samples of water were subjected to a sanitary 
chemical analysis.

MISCELLANEOUS SAMPLES. 

Air. — During the year the question of the effect of gas-heated 
appliances on the air of lunch room and restaurant kitchens was 
taken up. Samples of air were collected and analyzed to determine 
the proportion of carbon monoxide present. In the air from one 
kitchen carbon monoxide was found in proportions from 672 to 1,024 
parts per million. Conditions here were very bad. The proprietor 
remedied matters by installing an efficient ventilating svstem. In 
the air of another kitchen carbon monoxide to the extent of 888 
parts per million was found. This condition also was corrected. 

Butter. — Of the 38 samples of butter examined, 27 were found to 
be legal, 4 were oleomargarine, 6 were process butter, and 1 was 
deficient in fat and contained excess water. 

Cheese. — Forty-five samples of American or Cheddar cheese were 
analyzed. Of these 42 were free from adulteration, while 3 were 
deficient in fat. 

Jelly. — Of the 11 samples of jellies and jams examined, 10 were 
legal, while 1 was misbranded because of failure to label the presence 
of glucose. Action was suspended in this case as the sample was 
the last of an old lot. 
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Olive oil.— Because of the difficulty in importing olive oil, 34 samples 
of this product were analyzed. All of the samples proved to be 
genuine olive oil, but 1 sample was found to be rancid. Action was 
suspended in this case when the vendor agreed to withdraw his 
stock from sale. 

Oysters. — Fifty-one samples of oysters were submitted to chemical 
analysis during the year in order to determine whether added water 
was present. Of these, 38 were found to be free from added water, 
5 were classed as suspicious, while 8 contained added water. This 
is a decided improvement over the past fiscal year. Of the eight 
cases of adulteration, a fine of $25 was assessed in one case, a nolle 
prosequi was entered in another, while action was suspended in the 
remaining cases. 

Pepper. — All of the 44 samples of pepper examined during the 
year were found to be legal. 

Soft drinks. — Because of the sugar shortage and the use of sugar 
substitutes, 35 samples of soft drinks were analyzed. Of these 13 
were legal, while 22 were misbranded. The violation in all cases 
consisted in failure to properly label the product. Because of the 
technical nature of the misbranding, action was suspended in these 
cases after the department's attitude had been clearly explained to 
the manufacturers at the hearings which were held. 

Vinegar. — Of the 35 samples of vinegar analyzed, 22 were found 
to be illegal. The violations consisted in the sale of colored dis- 
tilled vinegar as cider vinegar, deficiency in acetic acid strength, and 
failure to declare color. As the adulterated product was distributed 
to the retailers by one wholesaler, samples were purchased from the 
jobber and were found on analysis to be grossly adulterated. Action 
was brought against the wholesaler, and the court imposed a fine of 
$50. Action was suspended in the cases against the retailers. 

Other miscellaneous samples. — Samples of molasses, brine, ice, 
fertilizer, stone dust, Keif's Special, ginger snaps, Gadine Cordial, 
Orrine No. 1, Orrine No. 2, prunes, peanut butter, meat, chicken, 
maple sirup, and sausage were included among the miscellaneous 
samples examined during the year. 

Examinations for the police department. — Examinations for blood 
stains: Five articles of clothing and an iron pipe were submitted for 
examination. No blood stains were found. 

Examinations for poisons or glass: One sample each of ice cream, 
smoked sausage, corn flakes, candy, and bread, suspected to contain 
glass, were submitted. Several pieces of broken glass were found in 
the corn flakes. The candy contained a small quantity of sand. 

No poisonous substance was found in any of the four samples 
submitted for analysis to determine whether poisons were present. 

Examinations for alcoholic content: The samples under this head 
included one sample suspected to be beer, which was found to contain 
1.74 per cent alcohol by volume: one sample of cider containing 
6.80 per cent alcohol by volume: two liquids containing 24.15 per 
cent and 23.67 per cent by volume of alcohol, respectively; and two 
samples of wine containing, respectively, 17.05 per cent" and 10.96 
per cent alcohol by volume. These cases are pending. 

Examinations in re violations of the pharmacy act: One sample 
labeled "Methyl Salicylate," sold by a local druggist, was found on 
analysis to be liquefied phenol, U. S. P. This case is pending. 
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Analysis of ''Corbin's Wonderful Rheumatism Remedy" showed 
it to be a hydro alcoholic liquid containing a slight amount of resin 
guaiac in solution. The vendor was charged with compounding a 
medicinal preparation without being a registered pharmacist. This 
case was dropped by the corporation counsel after the defendant 
had promised to cease manufacturing this product. 

Other samples submitted by the police department: These included 
two samples of Potomac water from the vicinity of the gas works. 
One sample contained about 5 per cent of gas tar, while the other 
was practically free from same. Action has been suspended in this 
case. One sample of liquid from the waste pipe of the gas works 
was found to contain waste products of gas manufacture. Two 
samples of medicine submitted were found to consist, respectively, 
of capsules of quinine hydrochloride, and fluid extract of ergot. 
The results of analysis of these samples will be used as evidence in a 
case of carnal knowledge. Twx) samples of so-called medicated 
alcohol were found on analysis to consist of denatured alcohol, 
containing methyl or wood alcohol. The vendor was charged with 
failing to label the product properly and the court imposed a fine 
of $50. 

Time consumed on police department work. — During the fiscal year 
1919 the chemist spent 37 days, or 12.3 per cent of his working time 
for the year, on analytical and court work for the police department.

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REPORT OF SEROLOGIST. 

July 1, 1919. 

Dr. William C. Fowler, 

Health Officer, District of C\ lumbia. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report relative to the 
activities of the biological laboratories during the fiscal year 1919, 
during which time 19,366 specimens were examined and reported 
upon. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 

Diphtheria. — Specimens submitted for the diagnosis of diphtheria 
to the number ot 12,767 have been examined during the fiscal year. 
During the corresponding period of last year 15,675 cultures were 
examined. This larger number of cultures submitted was due to out- 
breaks of diphtheria in several of the public schools. During this 
year in only three of the graded schools did this disease assume 
serious proportions, necessitating the taking of cultures from the 
entire student body. The foci of infection was thus detected and 
isolated. Of the 656 primary positive cultures examined, 202 were 
from carrier and 454 from clinical cases. 

In the future the department will recognize the positive findings 
from the laboratory as the report of a case and upon a report of the 
attending physician that the clinical symptoms have subsided will 
take the responsibility of culturing the patient for release from 
quarantine. I would most strongly urge that the health officer issue 
orders to the effect that no diphtheria patient be released from quar- 
antine until two successive negative cultures have been taken with 
at least a 36-hour interval between the inoculating of the cultures. 

Tuberculosis. — There were 1,392 specimens of sputum submitted 
to the laboratory during the past year from suspected cases of tubercu- 
losis, of which number 295 were found to contain the tubercle bacillus. 
This is surprisingly few in consideration of the population of nearly 
half a million people and their liring conditions during the emergency 
of the war. Anything which the department could do to induce the 
physicians to send specimens of sputum to the laboratory for diag- 
nosis, would be a big step forward in the detection and control of the 
disease as with the concentration method of examination in use here, 
a conservative estimate would be that at least 5 per cent more 
positive cases would be detected than is done by the usual routine 
method of straight-smear examination. 

Typhoid fever. — The laboratory has examined and reported upon 
483 specimens of blood sent in for the Widal reaction, of which 43 
tested positively. From 16 specimens of feces and urine submitted 
the B. typhosus was present in 7. Four of these were from the same 
patient. 
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Malaria. — Blood smears numbering 219 were sent to the laboratory 
to determine the presence of the plasmodium of malaria. In only two 
instances was malaria demonstrated. 

Bathing pods. — Analyses of the water in the various bathing 

Sools have been made at regular intervals during the year. The 
epartment has secured the cooperation of a majority of the persons 
responsible for the cleanliness of these pools, with the result that 
there has been considerable improvement as evinced by a lowered 
bacterial content. 

Wells and water supplies. — bacteriological examinations have been 
made of the several public wells and, at the request of persons in- 
terested, of many private wells, springs, etc., results of which have 
been forwarded to you from time to time in special reports. 

Ice cream. — Samples of the various ice creams manufactured and 
sold in the District have been collected and analyzed as a check upon 
the cleanliness thereof from a bacteriological standpoint. The 
results of these tests have been reported to you. Close watch will be 
kept on this product, as it forms an important article of diet, espe- 
cially 7 during the summer months. 

Milk and cream. — In this as in previous years samples of the prod- 
ucts of the various diaries as delivered to the customer have been 
collected and analyzed. In addition complete surveys of several 
dairies have been made. Such a survey entails the collection of 
three different samples from each shipper supplying the plant and 
three samples from each of the many steps in the process of pas- 
teurization as the milk goes through* the plants. The results have 
been most interesting and instructive both to this department and to 
the dairymen and have, I think, been the means of educating the 
dealers to the realization that absolute cleanliness is essential in the 
production of pure and wholesome milk. Detailed records of these 
surveys have been transmitted to you by the bacteriologist as they 
have been completed. This work will be continued. There have 
been collected and tested by the inoculation method 64 samples of 
milk to determine the presence of the B. tuberculosis. One of these 
was proven positive with the result that after having the herd tuber- 
culin tested, nearly two-thirds were proven to be suffering from 
bovine tuberculosis. Samples will be collected as per the requests 
of the chief food inspector when suspicious herds come under his 
observation. 

Special investigations.— Bacteriological analyses have been made of 
samples of canned foods, ice, soda fountain flavoring sirups and 
other miscellaneous items during the year and the results conveyed 
to you in the form of special reports. 

The bacteriologist and the chemist collaborated on an investiga- 
tion into the relative efficacy of several methods of disinfection^ 
rooms. Inis work was done both on a laboratory and practical scale 
and has given the department information of much value 
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SEROLOGICAL LABORATORY. 

The physicians are rapidly becoming acquainted with the fact 
that the Wassermann reaction is being performed by the department 
and there has been submitted 612 specimens of blood for diagnosis 
during the year. Of these 104 were positive and 7 could not be 
tested because of improper preparation or anticomplementary action. 
There should be a big increase in the number of specimens sent in 
during the coming year because of the national offensive against 
venereal diseases. The effects have already made themselves felt 
through the activities of the clinic maintained by this department. 

Diagnosis of gonorrhea . — -There have been 432 specimens examined 
for the detection of the Micrococcus gonorrhea 3 during the year. Of 
this number 65 were positive. In two instances the gonococcus has 
been demonstrated in smears from the eves of the new born. 

The system worked out and put into execution for reporting on the 
Wassermann reaction by number has proven highly satisfactory. 

Meningitis. — There have been examined 98 cultures made from 
patients suffering from cerebrospinal meningitis or from persons com- 
ing in contact with such patients. The meningococcus has not been 
isolated in any instance. 

Pneumococeus typing. — The laboratory is prepared to examine 
transudates and exudates from persons having pneumonia to deter- 
mine the type of the pneumococeus and early in the winter the 
physicians were notified to that effect. The technic of Cole is used. 
Only nine specimens were received and typed. 

Diphtheria antitoxin. — Sufficient diphtheria antitoxin is on hand to 
last through the ordinary demand of two years. The last lot, pre- 
cipitated and finally tested on December 29, 1918, will remain potent 
for a period of two years. During this fiscal year there have been 
dispensed upon the application of physicians 41 syringes of 5,000 
units each and 97 syringes containing 1,000 units. 

Typhoid vaccine. — Fresh typhoid vaccine to the amount of 12,000 
immunizing treatments have been prepared, standardized, and 
tested for sterility and potency according to the requirements of the 
United States Public Health Service. A great many persons have 
availed themselves of the opportunity and have been immunized by 
the medical inspectors of the department.

Violations of the law and regulations for the prevention and abate- 
ment of nuisances were reported in 12,158 instances. Action was 
taken to correct the condition found, and 11,832 were corrected prior 
to the close of the fiscal year. The difference— 326 — represents the 
numher of cases for which notices were outstanding. There were 33 
complaints outstanding at the close of the year. 
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Prosecution. — There were 33 cases ponding in the police court at 
the end of the last fiscal year. Informations were filed in the police 
court against 676 persons, charging violations of the laws and regula- 
tions relating to the public health, exclusive of the smoke law. 
These cases were disposed of as follows: Nolle prosequi was entered 
in 597 cases; personal bonds were taken in 6 cases; collateral for- 
feited in 47 cases: defendants acquitted in 3 cases; fines imposed in 
2 cases. There were 54 cases pending at the close of the fiscal year. 
The amount of fines and collateral was $267. The same system pre- 
vailed this year as has prevailed for several previous years, the 
assistant corporation counsel entering a nolle prosequi whenever the 
nuisances for the maintenance of which the defendants were charged 
had been abated before the cases were called to trial, although not 
abated until after the cases had been submitted for prosecution.

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Weeds. — Notices to the number of ] 24 were served during the year 
under the provisions of the weed law, of which 1 1 were notices under 
the assessment system. In each instance the nonresident owner 
caused the weeds to he cut and removed from the property. It is 
physically impossible for the department to enforce this law in a sub- 
stantial manner with the present limited inspection force at its 
command. 

Smoke inspection. — A statement showing the work of the sanitary 
inspector detailed to enforce the siroke law appears on page 27. 

Contagions-disease service. — The time consumed by sanitary inspec- 
tors on duty in the contagious-disease service during the year 
amounted to 168 days. 

Rrgi^treition of vital statistics. — During the year 105 eases were in- 
vestigated by sanitary inspectors in connection with the registration 
of births, involving the expenditure of approximately 6 working days. 

Podiatry. — In May, 1918, the bureau of sanitary inspection was 
charged with the enforcement of the act to regulate the practice of 
podiatry in the District of Columbia, approved May 23, 1918. All 
persons practicing podiatry in the District have been required to 
comply with the provisions of this act. A thorough inspection also 
has been made of all podiatry establishments. 

Activities. — Referring to tie work done by this bureau, as shown 
in the statement of inspections appearing on page 70 of this report, 
the following increase in the work this year over that done during 
the fiscal year 1918 are noted: Barber shops, increase in inspections, 
328; hospitals and asylums, 23; house-to-house, or inspections made 
on the initiative of the inspector to discover nuisances, 4,152; 
laundries, 349; privies, 131; public buildings, 11; stables, 400; 
tailor shops, 209; unclassified, 49; total, 5,652. This increase in 
work was performed in spite of the fact that the entire inspection 
force assisted the contagious-disease service for a period of six weeks 
during the months of October, 1918, and January, 1919, during the 
influenza epidemic. It would have been impossible for the force to 
accomplish this work during the regular hours of employment, and 
the extra work required 291 working days overtime. This overtime 
was done willingly and without hope of compensation.

At the elose of the preceding fiscal year one case was pending in 
the police court for violation of the law regulating the hours of labor 
of females. There were reported during the year and referred to the 
corporation counsel for prosecution 20 violations of this law. These 
cases were disposed of as follows: Two cases were nol-prossed; in 
7 cases personal bonds were taken; 1 case acquitted; collateral 
forfeited in 8 cases; in 2 cases fines were imposed, and 1 case was 
outstanding at the elose of the fiscal year. The amount of fines and 
forfeitures was S240. 

t Recommendations. — I renew my recommendations that the collec- 
tion and disposal of manure be under the supervision of the District 
authorities; that the weed law be either repealed or some provision 
made that will enable the health department to enforce it in a sub- 
stantial manner; that the act for the prevention of smoke and for 
other purposes, approved February 2, 1899, be amended so as to 
include railway locomotives, steamboats, and portable engines ; and 
that regulations be promulgated looking toward the supervision of 
the baby farms and other places where children are being kept 
lor pay.

Sir: The following is a report of the work done in the social hygiene 
division of the health department clinic for the period from Novem- 
ber 21, 1918 (when the clinic was opened for patients), to June 30, 
1919:

The number of cases of syphilis treated was 116; gonorrhoea, 203 ; 
miscellaneous gcnito-urinary conditions, 99. Persons to the num- 
ber of 143 were examined for suspected venereal disease, which I 
think shows the great value of the educational campaign now being 
waged against venereal diseases. 

A feature of the work that we have tried to emphasize is education 
in regard to prophylaxis. Patients are told of the seriousness of 
venereal diseases, how they are acquired and how prevented. In 
addition, literature on the subject is given most cases. Female 
rases are followed up by the nurse wherever necessary, home condi- 
tions studied and corrected, and the patients urged to attend regu- 
larly and continue treatment until well.

tuberculosis clinic. 

The tuberculosis division of the health department clinic opened 
for patients on September 10, 1918. There was a large daily attend- 
ance of patients from the date of opening. This was due in part 
to the closing of the tuberculosis dispensary formerly conducted 
by the Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis of the District 
of Columbia, and the transfer of all those patients to the health de- 
partment clinic. Our record during the year, however, affords ample 
proof of the need which existed in Washington for a clinic of this kind. 
The year's record speaks also for the loyalty and devotion to duty 
shown by the attending nurses and physicians who have labored so 
faithfully to place the clinic on a high plane of professional efficiency. 
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The objects of the clinic are three-fold: First, to make an accurate 
diagnosis of the chest conditions in all cases presenting themselves 
for examination, irrespective of their financial status; second, to 
treat patients in suitable condition for clinic treatment, or if not 
suitable adivising them where to obtain suitable care and treatment 
— patients who are amply able to pay for medical attention are not 
given treatment, but are advised to consult a private physician; 
third, to prevent the spread of tuberculosis by instructing the patient 
relative to sanitary prophylactic measures and giving instructive 
nursing visits at the homes of infected patients. 

Medical work of clinic— Since the date of opening, a total of 619 
patients have been treated. Of this number, 298 were positive, 
310 negative, and 11 diagnoses pending. There were 81 children 
of school age diagnosed as positive cases of tuberculosis and trans- 
ferred to the open-air schools. These children remain under the 
supervision of the clinic, and a marked improvement is noted in 
the general condition of this group under the open-air school regime. 
There were 46 patients sent to the Tuberculosis Hospital from the 
clinic, 13 left the city, 20 deaths, and the remainder are still under 
the observation and treatment of the clinic. 

Social service work of the clinic. — The three graduate nurses con- 
nected with the clinic have devoted the greater portion of their 
time to instructive visits to homes of patients. On occasions when 
it appears necessary nursing visits have been made to patients who 
are unable to pay a private nurse. During the year there were 504 
patients admitted by this department. There were 5,482 instruc- 
tive visits to patients' homes and 344 nursing visits made. 

X-ray department— The X-ray laboratory has been of great aid 
in making a diagnosis, particularly in children. The extent to 
which the attending physicians availed themselves of this laboratory 
is shown by the fact that 160 chest cases passed through the X-ray 
department during the year.

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REPORT OF CHIEF OF BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS. 

September 15, 1919. 

Sir : I have the honor to submit herewith a brief report relative to 
vital statistics of the District of Columbia for the calendar year 1918, 
embraced chiefly in accompanying tables. 

Population. — The population, according to the police census of 1917 
was 395,947. There was no census taken for 1918, and therefore 
the estimated population upon which the various percentages and 
death rates are calculated in this report for 1918 is based upon the aver- 
age increase of 1917 and previous enumerations for the midyear, and 
gives a total estimated population of 417,405. The white population 
was 312,806 and the colored 104,599. No estimate was attempted 
with respect to sex distribution, nor according to statistical districts, 
nor as to street and alley inhabitants. 

The great influx of war workers into the District during and pre- 
vious to 1918 can not be ascertained with accuracy, but the prob- 
ability is that were it known, the estimate above mentioned would 
be shown to be quite conservative. 

General mortality. — Deaths from all causes during the calendar 
year 1918 numbered 9,582, of which 6,262 were white persons and 
3,320 colored. The white deaths represent a death rate of 20.2, the 
colored a rate of 31.7. The general rate was 22.9.

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Mortality in relation to age. — The average age at death of all 
decedents during 1918 was 39 years 3 months and 29 days, a de- 
creased age at death of 5 years 8 months and 28 days. The average 
age of the white decedents was 41 years 10 months and 10 days, and 
that of the colored 34 years 6 months and 19 days. The average age 
of the females exceeded the males by 1 year 3 months and 25 days. 
The white females' ^ge at death exceeded the males by 1 year 8 months 
and 17 days; the colored females an increase of 1 year 6 months and 
14 days.

Infant mortality. — The consistent decline of the death rate among 
infants less than 1 year of age for the past 20 years was interrupted 
during the year under consideration and shows a slight increase over 
the previous year. This increase is attributed largely to the influence 
of the recent epidemic of influenza.

Suicides. — Seventy-seven persons committed suicide, during 1918, 
of whom 68 were white and 9 colored. The white suicides were 
one more than during 1917, while those among the colored race 
were the same. The various methods employed were as follows: 
Twenty-three (20 white and 3 colored) chose firearms, 13 (11 white 
and 2 colored) used illuminating gas, 11 white and 1 colored com- 
mitted suicide by hanging, 5 white and 2 colored by cutting instru- 
ments, 6 white by drowning, 12 white and 1 colored by poisons of 
various kinds, and 3 white by jumping from high places. 

As to the age of those who died by suicide, 5 were between 10 and 
1 9 years of age, 1 1 between 20 and 29 years, 20 between 30 and 39 
years, 15 between 40 and 49 years, 17 between 50 and 59 years, 4 
between 60 and 69 years, 4 between 70 and 79 years, and 1 at the 
age of over 80 years. Suicides among married people numbered 41, 
unmarried 23, widowed 7, and those whose marital relation was 
unknown 6. Suicides whose birthplace was the District of Columbia 
numbered 16. Thirty-seven were born in other parts of the United 
States, 9 were foreign born, and 15 were of those whose nativity 
was undetermined. 

There were 8,221 live births registered during 1918, of which 
6,063 were white babies and 2,158 colored.
